They wheeled in the 
pall patients for a day or two at a time and she was their psychological treatment. 

She suffered a pinched nerve and had to be rehospitalizaed for a while. Nurses came in 
to visit her regularly, including one who needed surgery and feared it until she saw 
il s precept. This attitude must be an important part of recovery and it seems to be
